The country may rest assured that in the 
Senate Judge Davis will be found always on 
the side of justice and the maintenance of 
the national authority. He will neither jus- 
tify nor extenuate the denial of legal or po- 
litical rights and liberties to any classe of citi- 
zens. He will not sanction frand, violence, 
lawlessness, or corruption, and no party 
affiliation will cause him to swerve in the 
least from the line of duty which justice and 
law shall prescribe. He will, at all times and 
on all occasions, fill the measure of duty and 
dignity becoming a Senator of the United 
States,

The entire lotzstas Government of Mexi- 
co arrived in San Francisco yesterday, having 
taken passage on a Pacific mail steamer to 
escape capture by Diaz. They had intended 
to disembark at Mazatlan and organize their 
Government there, but arrived just in time 
to find that Diaz had gained the allegi- 
ance of the people of that region. 
Iams and his party were very 
earnestly wanted on shore, but the Cap- 
tain of the steamer refused to surrender 
them to be shot as rebels, and they ssiled 
on to San Francisco. The Chief Justice- 
President and his Cabinet are expected to 
take the Pacific Railroad to gt. Louis, thence 
to New Orleans, and thence to the States on 
the eastern side of Mexico, where they hope 
to find a favorable reception. 

— —— 

The spirit of compromise and arbitration 
embodied in the Congressional plan for ad- 
justing the Presidential difficulty has found 
expression in financial affairs in the form of 
a movement set on foot by a large number 
of bankers, merchants, and other citizens of 
New York, for arranging a settlement be- 
tween the defaulting Southern States and 
their creditors. At a meeting held yesterday, 
at which Wittiam CLN Bryant presided, 
resolutions of sympathy aad good will were 
adopted, and a Committee of Arbiters, con- 
sisting of five disinterested Bank Presidents 
of New York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore, 
was appointed to confer with the authorities 
of the defaulting States and devise equitable 
terms of settlemeat. 


Previous to his election as United States 
Senator, Judge Davis seemed to be consid- 
ered the fifth Judge that would be selected 
on the Joint Arbitration Committee, and 
many Republicans suspected him of harbor- 
ing Democratic leanings, although on what 
evidence is not known. But his election 
yesterday to the Senate by the votes of the 
Democrats precludes his sitting with the 
arbitrators. He would not do it if he 


could, and he must not if he would. There

THE SENATE PASSES THE BILL. 

The Congressional measure regulating the 
count of the Electoral vote passed the Senate 
yesterday morning by a vote of 47 to 17,— 
nearly three-fourths of all who voted. It is 
safe to predict that the bill will pass the 
House on Satarday by fully as large a ma- 
jority. The President has already indicated 
his intention of promptly signing it. Thus, 
for the first time since the ugly and danger- 
ous dispute began, may the country look for- 
ward to a peaceable outcome with anything 
like the confidence which is so necessary to a 
revival of business. The struggle has already 
strained the self-control of the American peo- 
ple to the utmost. It began last June when 
the Presidential campaign may be «aid to 
have opened. Two parties never before met 
that were so evenly balanced, and that enter- 
ed upon the struggle with such desperate in- 
tent to win. For five months the attention 
of the people was largely absorbed in the 
issue, but there was general confidence 
that the election would be the end of it, and 
that, in either event, the people would settle 
down to quiet acquiescence in the result and 
a patriotic effort to make the best of it. But 
the actual vote was scarcely the beginning of 
the end. For nearly three month; the 
nation has been disturbed by the uncertainty 
of the count, and the well-grounded fears that 
in the absence of some Court of Arbitration 
it would result in resistance by the defeated 
faction. The nightmare of civil strife has 
haunted the sleep of every business man who 
has given the subject the thought it de- 


yearning for peace and good-will would be 
placed at the mercy of contending politicians 
and demagogues, and forced into a war that 
would be fatal to the nation and the hope of 
republican government. The certainty that 
such a result will now be averted 1s the hap- 
piest tidings that could be brought to the 
mass of the American people to-day, and this 
seems to be assured by the arbitration proj- 
ect which will now be adopted. 

The debate in the House was opened yes- 
terday by Mr. McCrarr, who originally 
moved the appointment of the Joint Com- 
mittee, and by unanimous consent it is to be 
closed to-day at 3 o'clock, when a vote will 
be taken. Thus the long agony is nearly 
over. There are no indications of any or- 
ganized opposition in the House. Indeed, 
we can scarcely conceive there could be in 
view of the unanimous and hearty approval 
the measure has received from the people of 
the country without regard to party. What- 
ever shortcomings there may be in the meth- 
od provided, however much it may prove in 
its operation to be in the advantage of one 
party or the other, its seceptance in good 
faith by both parties will preclude any sub- 
sequent resistance, and the disposition of 
the people will be to abide by the result in 
good nature. Up to this time the un- 
certainty of the issue has only en- 
gendered hard feelings; from now on 
this very uncertainty as to what 
the award of the Arbitration Commission 
will be ought to promote reconciliation, for 
it is that very feature which constitutes the 
fairness of the scheme. The confidence that 
the election will now be settled on its merits 
under the law, and will receive a peaceful 
acquiescence from all factions, ought to allay 
the high party feeling which has prevailed, 
and men will turn their thoughts to some- 
thing more cheerful than politics.

ONE CIVIL WAR ENOUGH. 

The last Civil War was one that had to 
come. The great issue of Nationalism versus 
State-Sovereignty mixed up with Slavery was 
one that probably could never have been set- 
tled without an appeal to arms, unless the 
people allowed the Republic to dissolve 
without lifting a finger to save it. That 
issne was settled for all time with the surren- 
der of the Rebel armies. The issue in the 
present case is no longer whether the United 
States is a nation, but whether, as a nation 
of self-governing people, the Americans are 
equal to settling a disputed election of Chief. 
Magistrate, or whether, like the miserable 
people of Mexico, they must tear and rend 
each other and their country over such a 
dispute. This issue was also bound to 
come, sooner or later. It has threatened 
the country ever since the Constitution was 
adopted, owing to the failure to agree upon 
some tribunal to arbitrate such a dispute, 
and it only needed at any time the same sit- 
uation now upon us to precipitate the strug- 
gle. If the National Legislature had lacked 
the wisdom and patriotism to provide tem- 
porarily the protection which framers of the 
Constitution failed to provide permanently, 
then there was nothing but anarchy to look 
forward to, with possible results that would 
startle even the Mexicans. The bitterness 
of the two contending factions, the perti- 
nacity of the office-holders on the one side 
and the greed of the office-seekers on the 
other, have threatened the worst, but at 
last, and even sooner than was hoped, the 
power of self-government has reasserted 
itself, and the American people are 
shown to be equal to a provision by 
law for any emergency that threatens. Of 
course, it is understood on all sides that the 
present scheme is intended simply to avert 
impending disaster, and that the agreement 
for arbitration concerns only the case 
in hand. There is no purpose on the part 
of any one that the present settlement shall 
become a precedent for the future. On the 
contrary, the defects of the Constitution as 
to the Presidential election are now so 
patent, and the necessity so apparent for 
providing a new system of choosing a Presi- 
dent and determining the result of his elec- 
tion, that the wisdom of our statesmen will 
be concentrated in the effort to devise a pro- 
cedure which shall rendér all such complica- 
tions impossible for the future.

DAVID DAVIS. 
The following sketch of the life of Judge

THE RECEIVER OF THE CONTINENTAL LIFE TO 
BE OVERHAULED. 

The order of Judge Pratt, of Brooklyn, on Mon- 
day, appointing William Allen Butler Referee in 
the case of the Continental Life is yery compre- 
hensive, and opens the doortoa wide and search- 
ing inquiry into the past conduct of the Company 
andthe present prospects of the policyholders. 
Mr. Butler is empowered to take testimony as to 
all the acts Of the Receiver: to inquire in what 
manner the management of the Company have 
handled the assets; and to ascertain to what extent 
the officers are responsible for what has happened, 
and how this liability may be enforced. The trae 
intent of the order, in the language of the Judge, 
is to afford an opportunity to all persons inter- 
et ted in the Company to make a searching investi- 
gatiou not only as to the assets, but to inquire 
whether the money or assets of the Company have 
heretofore been abstracted, misapplied, misman- 
aged, or lost in any manner through negligence.” 

BOSTON AND SILVER. 

Resolutions against the adoption of silver as a 
legal tender have been passed by the Boston Board 
of Trade. The Board wants Cengress to make ar- 
rangements for an international conference to con- 
sider the question of remonetiaing silver at a fixed 
relation of value to gold coin, and asks the Presi- 
dent to ſuvite the European Governments to par- 
ticipate in such consideration. The report em- 
bodies a petition that silver coin shall not be made 
a legal tender for any sum larger than $10.
